the trust has been enabled to put up 
the price of newsprint to an almn?t 
prohibitive figure” 
The Publishers’ association asserts 
tha t if the tariff on wood pulp was 
taken off the demand for newsprint 
could be met by imports from Cana­ 
da, iind the committee which 
was 
appointed to see what could be done 
to relieve the situation 
will direct 
its eft’oris mainly fow’ard 
the abol­ 
ishment of the tarijff. The paper m a n ­ 
ufacturers have so far been unable 
to make any real reply to the charges
